tary of State William P. Rogers 
and Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz joined Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei Gromyko in sign­ 
ing 'the bilateral, agreements. 
At one point, the 66-year-old 
Soviet leader jokingly took a 
napkin from a tray and held it 
in front of his face so photogra­ 
phers could not record his sip 
of champagne. Then, smiling 
broadly, he lowered the napkin 
and took another sip. 
Nixon and Brezhnev rode to­ 
gether to the State Department 
for the ceremonies concluding 
negotiations on exchanges 
in 
the fields of agriculture, ocean­ 
ographic and transportation re­ 
search, and extending the cul­ 
tural exchange agreement. 
The accords were reached on 
a lower level in the weeks be­ 
fore Nixon and Brezhnev con­ 
vened Monday for their second 
set of 
summit 
talks 
in 
13 
months. 
Even as arrangements were 
made for the State Department 
rigning ceremony, the Senate 
Watergate Committee moved to 
eliminate the spectre of the 
event being overshadowed by 
the testimony of fired White 
House Counsel John W. Dean 
III. 
The committee, at the urging 
of Senate leaders, voted 6-1 to 
postpone further hearings on 
the hugging scandal until next 
week—after Nixon and Brezh­ 
nev conclude their talks. 
At a glittering White House 
dinner Monday night, the two 
leaders lifted their glasses to 
toast the accomplishments of 
their Moscow summit last May 
and their hopes of success in 
their new talks. 
Both leaders seemed relaxed 
and 
buoyant 
at 
the 
dinner 
which, 
lasted, 
past 
midnight. 
Brezhnev told reporters at the 
party that “ I am certain that 
I’m going to leave here (the 
United States) in a very good 
n.ood.” 
He described the first round 
of talks as “very friendly. I 
was very happy.” 
Presidential 
adviser 
Henry 
Kissinger commented, on the 
first day’s talks by saying, “I 
think we’re doing well. It was a 
good atmosphere. I think the 
talks are going in a very con­ 
structive way.” 
One indication of the rapport 
apparently established between 
the two leaders came at 'the 
conclusion of the dinner party. 
They agreed to delay for one 
hour the start of Tuesday’s 
meetings to get some .rest. Nix­ 
on pointed out that it was 7 
a.m. in Moscow when the party 
broke up. 
In addition. Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said an agri­ 
culture accord would be signed 
in addition to three previously 
planned agreements. 
Today’s talks focus on the So­ 
viet desire for what a Kremlin 
spokesman called “the large- 
scale and long-range economic 
relations.” 
Congress looms as a potential 
stumbling block to increased 
U.S.-Soviet trade. The Soviets’ 
interest in overcoming legisla­ 
tive opposition was evident in 
Brezhnev’s invitation to mem­

FDA ToDeihand Proof Of Value 
Of 40,000 Prescription Dru 


WASHINGTON

Food and Drug Administration 
plans to demand proof of effec­ 
tiveness for some 40.000 pre­ 
scription drugs’ marketed for up 
to 35 years. 
As many as 8,000 could be 
banned as worthless, based on 
earlier 
agency 
actions, 
with, 
vast implications for the phar­ 
maceutical industry 
and 
the 
American public, which spends 
more than $7 billion a year for 
orugs of all kinds. 
“ Let’s face it. I ’m going to 
have to think up a new' review 
procedure,” said a, jubilant Pe­ 
ter B. Hutt, FDA general coun­ 
sel. 
The 
Pharmaceutical 
Manu­ 
facturers 
Association, 
repre­ 
senting 113 firms producing 90 
per cent of U.S. prescription 
drugs, declined comment. 
Hutt claimed a landmark vic­ 
tory for the FDA in the high 
court’s decision Monday in five 
cases brought by drug com­ 
panies 
fighting 
federal 
regu­ 
latory efforts. 
"I can’t think of any decision 
that has had more significance 
in food and drug law,” he said. 
At the center of the legal is­ 
sue was the 1962 Kefauver-Har- 
ris 
amendment, passed after 
the thalidomide disaster in Eu­ 
rope, requiring proof of effec­ 
tiveness for new drugs as well 
as older ones cleared for safety 
under a 1938 law. 
The court unanimously ruled, 
in effect, that “ me too” drugs 
copying 
those

ap­ 
proved must pass the same 
tests; that the FDA and not the 
courts has primary jurisdiction 
in determining what is a new 
drug; and that the FDA can 
deny a hearing to firms it feels

The survey, called a repre­ 
sentative sample by the depart­ 
ment, also showed that 17 per 
cent of state governments in­ 
tended to use the money to cut 
state income taxes. 
Graham W. Watt, director of 
the Treasury’s Office of Reve­ 
nue Sharing, released results of 
the survey at the 41st annual 
conference of mayors here. All 
50 states and 734 units of 'local 
government 
were 
surveyed. 
There are about 38,090 local 
government units altogether. 
It showed that, while revenue 
sharing money was not widely 
used to cut taxes, many of the 
governments said that the mon­ 
ey has helped avoid the raising 
of taxes.

NCAA Athletes 
Subject To 
Random Tests

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ath 
letes participating in National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
competition will be subject to 
random, tests for drug use be­ 
ginning next fall, an NCAA offi­ 
cial says. 
Robert W. Pritchard, chair­ 
man of the NCAA’s drug educa­ 
tion committee, said the athlet­ 
ic organization would carry out 
urinalysis and other tests on 
athletes, following a decision 
reached at a recent NCAA con­ 
vention. 
“The situation is critical,” hc 
said.The tests would not lead to 
punishment, Pritchard told the 
Senate Juvenile Delinquency 
subcommittee 
Monday, 
but 
would be used “only to gather 
facts which we hope will pro­ 
vide us with future direction” 
in fighting drug abuse. 
The subcommittee, chaired 
by Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., is 
studying the abuse of legitimate 
drugs by amateur athletes at­ 
tempting to improve their per­ 
formance. 
Tests for drug abuse in the 
past have been limited to 
screening winning athletes. 
“If the athletes know they’re 
all going to be tested, that 
would be a deterrent,” Prit­ 
chard said. 
He did not elaborate on the 
method that would be used or 
at what joint in a day’s com­ 
petition the tests would be 
made. 
The NCAA oversees colle­ 
giate athletics. It is drawing up 
a list of drugs that will be 
banned from its athletes. 
The witnesses before the sub­ 
committee indicated the most 
frequently abused drugs were 
ampheta m ines and 
ana bolle 
steroids, which reportedly build 
up weight and strength. 
The NCAA prohibits use of all 
but “therapeutic” drugs, those 
prescribed by a physician for 
illness, injury or deficiency.

Clark took over the show in 
1956; a year later he became 
known to millions as the clean-

fuddled adults and made in­ 
stant stars out of unknowns. 
At 43, Clark hasn’t changed 
much in appearance from the 
good old. days. The main differ­ 
ences are that he wears Ms 
hair a bit longer, is considera­ 
bly wealthier and is a busy pro­ 
ducer as well as a performer. 
Since late March, he’s been 
commuting from. Los Angeles 
to New York to host “The $10,- 
000 Pyramid” on CBS.

Movement For Total Prohibition 
Is Crowing Steadily In Poland

WARSAW (AP) — There is a 
growing 
movement 
here 
to 
boring total prohibition to Po­ 
land, one of the heaviest vodka 
drinking countries in the world 
and currently suffering from a 
kingsize, national hangover. 
The prohibitionists are being 
led by an eminent group of Pol­ 
ish psychiatrists and doctors 
who hope lawmakers will soon 
turn their “ban alcohol” de­ 
mands into legislation. 
The Alcoholism Research In­ 
stitute in Warsaw' says there 
are more than a million hard­ 
core drinkers who are close to 
requiring medical aid in this 
nation of 33 million. In addition 
there 
are 
400,000 
alcoholics 
needing treatment. 
Poland Is a major producer 
oí the world’s best vodka, and 
the clear 45 per cent alcohol po­ 
tion is certainly part of the ev­ 
eryday scene. 
Most Poles toss it down in 
one glass-emptying gulp. 
Walk into any restaurant, day 
or night, and you’ll see a bottle 
of vodka instead of wine grac­ 
ing most tables. 
And in Polish homos it’s as 
common as a loaf of bread. 
Now Prof. Tadeusz Bilikiew- 
Icz, a psychiatrist working in. 
the Baltic city of Gdansk and 
leader of the prohibitionists, 
hopes to reverse this 'trend. 
Backed by colleagues in his 
profession, Bilikiewicz has re­ 
ceived wide publicity in state 
newspapers. But he appears to 
have more critics than support­ 
ers and many who oppose pro­ 
hibition cite the massive prob­ 
lems that arose when America 
last tried it. 
“ I 
don't 
agree 
prohibition 
failed in the U. S.,” Bilikiewicz 
said in an interview. “True, it 
caused a wave of crime, but 


the general public was cut off 
from alcohol.... The number of 
alcoholics admitted to mental 
institutions in the U.S. dwindled 
almost to zero and this wTas a 
great achievement. 
“Frankly, 
prohibition would 
not be necessary in Poland if 
authorities fully utilized exist­ 
ing laws. But they don’t, par­ 
ticularly 
in 
small 
localities 
where a policeman has prob­ 
lems running in friends or rela­ 
tives.” 
Like the neighboring Soviet 
Union, Poland’s drinking prob­ 
lems have been around 
for 
years. The ruling Communist 
party openly admits alcoholism 
is gravely hindering the coun­ 
try’s economy because of the 
tens of thousands who absent 
themselves from work. 
In 1371 Poles spent an equiva­ 
lent of more than $2 billion on 
liquor, or $17 for each man, 
woman and child in this coun­ 
try, equal to 339 zlotys or near­ 
ly three times the daily wage in 
Poland.

This time Europeans, and par­ 
ticularly the British, are trying 
to buy up entire American com­ 
panies.

All-Volunteer

the first month of a new test. 
Preliminary figures show the 
two ser Wees signed up 1,531 
young men for combat jobs in 
May, 
some 900 
below their 
combined goal for the month. 
The failure to meet the as­ 
signed 
goal 
underscores 
the 
military’s tough problem of get­ 
ting young men to enlist for 
service in the infantry, armor 
and artillery. 
About a year ago, the Penta­ 
gon ordered the Army and Ma­ 
rines to te»t a $1,500 bonus for 
a four-year enlistment. 
After 10 months, the results 
were disappointing, so defense 
chiefs raised the bonus to $2,500 
for § test in May and June. 
The Pentagon’s authority to 
offer such enlistment bonuses 
of up to $3,000 will die at the 
end of this month and the out­ 
come of the two-month test of 
the $2,500 bonus could weigh 
heavily in Congress’ decision 
whether to extend the legisla­ 
tion another two years. 
Failure of the test would un­ 
derscore doubts held by certain 
key military officers and civil­ 
ian officials about the ability of 
the services, chiefly the Army, 
to maintain their strength with­ 
out the draft. 
Over-all, the enlistment situ­ 
ation didn’t change much in 
May. The Army signed up only 
5,147 youths for combat and 
non-combat jobs, lagging near­ 
ly 3,000 behind its objective for 
the month. The Navy drew 4,- 
100 volunteers, falling about 400 
short. 
The Air Force took in 6,359 
volunteers, bettering its goal by 
330. Although faltering in com­ 
bat arms enlistments, the Ma­ 
rine Corps scored well in total 
enlistments. The Corps’ 3,300 
volunteers in May topped the 
objective by about 100 men.
